In defeating the wishes of the president as to 
the terms on which the government may obtain pos­ 
session of developed water powers, the house has 
removed from the water power bill one of the worst 
stumbling blocks to the investment of private cap­ 
ital. 
As rejiorted from the special committee ap­ 
pointed to consider the measure, it was provided that 
at the expiration of the license under which a project 
had been developed it might be taken over by the 
government upon payment to the licensee of the "net 
investment’'. Although apparently a fair proposition, 
the president did not approve it and recommended 
the substitution of the words "fair value”. O f course 
with those words in the law an unscrupulous govern­ 
ment official would have been placed in a position 
to prevent the return to a licensee of the money 
actually exjiended on his plant. At best, "fair value” 
is a very indefinite and ambiguous term, while "net 
investment” is capable of exact determination. 
The 
latter language was adopted by the house by a de­ 
cisive vote. 


A WAR TIME CHILD LABOR LAW 


The disappointment felt generally when the child 
labor law was declared unconstitutional was made 
more keen by the very urgent necessity of protect­ 
ing children in war time. 
Every’ thoughtful person 
has felt the grave danger or relaxing lalx>r laws and, 
limier the false plea of patriotic need, of setting chil­ 
dren to work t<xi soon, ruining their chances for 
normal, healthful development. 
# 
Practically the same provisions that appeared in 
the bill declared unconstitutional are now embodied 
in a new hill, frankly a war measure, for the protec­ 
tion of children during and for six months after the 
war. 
This bill is based upon the war power of 
congress and gives as its purpose "conserving the 
man-power of the nation and thereby more effectually 
providing for the national security and defence”. 
There can be no question of the authority of 
congress to meet the present emergency in this way. 
Arid in the meantime every effort will be made to 
draw a federal child labor bill which will be constitu­ 
tional. 
The crying need for some prompt action of this 
kind is obvious to everyone in close touch with con­ 
ditions of child life throughout the country. During 
the last few months the number of work permits 
granted to children have greatly increased. 
So has 
juvenile delinquency. 
There is a direct relation be­ 
tween these two. The nation will remain indifferent 
only to its future sorrow.

industrial 
work is 
more 
attractive than farm work. 
It is more 
Attractive to the average man to be 
working along side of a machine than 
to be doing farm work. 
“The farm ers themselves, to a large 
extent, are responsible for conditions 
that pbtain at tim es on the farm. 
They use their hands and muscles in­ 
stead of using their brains. 
It is ch ar­ 
acteristic of them that if they have 
work to perform tomorrow they jump 
out today to secure the necessary 
labor. 
They go to the employes of 
their nelghtmr and by offering better 
wages, get txeir labor at the expense 
of their neighbor. 
This is poaching 
—and we are not going to stand for 
this; we are not going to tolerate 
poaching. 
“We have labor disturbances. 
It is 
the duty of every farmer when he 
finds an agitator working among th** 
laborers, organizing them into strikes 
or inducing them to go to other em ­ 
ployment because of higher wages, to 
i arrest that man. 
We cannot afford 
to have our laborers moving from 
place to place— they lose too much 
valuable time in moving. 
“If men eat they must work. 
If the 
idler is eating h- it not assisting in 
producing what he eats. 
My advice 
to farmers, to the city marshals, to 
the sheriff, to all officers is that when 
they see an idle man, offer him work. 
and if he refuses, arrest him. 
Be 
sure, though, before arresting him, 
that you have a job for him. 
“ I am here today because we re­ 
ceived two telegram s from local peo 
pie stating that laborers were quitting 
the beet fields and going to work in 
the beans apii w alnuts. 
It may be 
that the bean and walnut work is 
easier and more attractiv e than work 
in the beet fields, but we can’t toler­ 
ate this condition of men quitting* one 
line of em ploym ent to go to another. 
It is true that we need the beans, 
that we need th e walnuts, but we 
also need the sug ar made from beets. 
One is as im portant aa the other. 
“ Farm ers 
bidding 
against 
each 
other for the laborer—th a t probably is 
what is responsible for this condition. 
No man Is as good a laborer when 
dissatisfied as he is when satisfied. 
He is efficient only when he is satis- 
fied. 
“ We have got to produce foodstuffs 
and we have got to harvest them. 
We need them for o u r fighting armies. 
When the G erm ans show a weak de- 
it down as being 
partly 
attributable 
to 
the 
lack 
of 
something to eat—th e G erman soldiers 
are hungry, 
lf our boys are to fight 
a successful fight over there, they 
must have food—and they must have 
it tf we have to go hungry over here. 
And the time may com e when m er­ 
chants may have to close up their 
stores for two and th ree days a week 
and go into the field to work 
and 
we may have to develop more w ar gar­ 
dens for our own sustenance. 
“Tomorrow night, at the council 
cham bers in the city hall, I am going 
to talk at a public m eeting for farm ­ 
ers, and I would like to see the m er­ 
chants there. 
They are Just as deep-

Thai the United State* can act be 
IOO per cw t cad en t in waging war 
for democracy while it has the liquor 
traffic dragging it

to pass the bone-dry measure in No­ 
vember to insure prohibition after the 
war-j-these were 
the 
keynotes of a 
rousing temperance meeting at the 
First Methodist Church last night, ad­ 
dressed by J. Stitt Wilson, orator from 
Berkeley. 
But a week ago, J. Stitt Wilson 
stood at the grave of his son, Glad­ 
stone, army aviator, dead from an aero 
accident. 
References to that son, an 
eulogy upoifthat son’s life were deep­ 
ly affecting portions of last night’s ad­ 
dress. „ 
The meeting last night sounded here 
the decision of the W. C. T. U. as a 
leader of the dry forces to make a de­ 
termined fight this fall for the bone­ 
dry measure in preference 
to 
the 
Rominger measure. While the speak­ 
er’s 
subject 
was 
“Over 
the Top 
Against the Liquor Traffic 
to Help 
Win the War,” the nearness of the 
ight to make California immediately 
and permanently dry almost held para­ 
mount interest in the discussion. 
Mrs. Irvin* Presides 
Mrs. Stella B. Irvine of Riverside, 
state president of the W. C. T. U., was 
introduced by Rev. H. W. Peck to pre­ 
side. W. C. T. U. women on the plat­ 
form were Mrs. W. S. Rose, Mrs Lea 
Warren, Mrs. J. E. Kellogg, Mrs. Min­ 
nie- Holmes,

A number of placards prepared 
Wilson gave pithy condemnation 
the liquor traffic. 
One read: 
"The 
money spent for booze last year would 
finance the Red Cross and buy 2,000,-. 
000,000 war savings stamps." 
Another said: "It takes a pound of 
coal to make a pint of beer,” and an­ 
other: "Brewers use every day enough 
barley to make 4,000,000 loaves 
of. 
bread.” 
j 
Traffic It Doomed 
"The liquor traffic has been weighed 
in the balance of intellect, conscience, 
and morals, and has been found want* 
ing.” said Wilson in opening his ad­ 
dress. Today the cry of necessity de­ 
mands that it be thrown out. There 
are those who say it should not be 
thrown out on such short notice. The 
night I was born my father was away 
from home delivering a temperance 
lecture. That wa* fifty years ago. If 
fifty years isn’t notice enough to a 
nuisance to quit, what is? We have 
got booze on the run. Organized, legal­ 
ized liquor traffic doing business of 
the best corners is doomed." 
The speaker said that California is 
expected to add its vote to the states 
ratifying 
the 
federal 
prohibition 
amendment. War time prohibition is 
coming sure, but when the war is over 
boose will be back agatn unless prohi­ 
bition is made permanent. In the fight 
for permanent prohibition, California 
must vote for the national amend­ 
ment and must make California per­ 
manently dry. 
•one Dry Va. Rominger 
"There will be two measures on the 
ballot in November." said he. "One, 
the Rominger bill, was put up by the 
wine interests. The other is the bone­ 
dry bill. 
Animated by a decision on 
policy, the Fresno convention decided 
to center on legislative candidates. I 
was willing to abide by that decision. 
However, wa are faced by a new con­ 
dition. Those two iqpasures have been 
put on the ballot, and we must decide 
what we are going to do with them. 
"In the first place, if we don’t pile 
up a huge vote for the prohibition 
measure there will be some men in 
the legislature who will use that as an 
excuse for not voting for the national 
amendment, saying that California has 
thus expressed itself against prohibi­ 
tion. 
Because we are face to face 
with this condition, let us all move 
ahead and idle up a convincing vote. 
"As to the Bondager bill, I Bay that 
anything that wipes out anv of the 
boose business Is desirable. However, 
the California law says 
that 
when 
there are two measures directed to the 
same governmental idea upon the bal­ 
lot, the one getting the highest vote 
shaU prevail. 
"It therefore becomes 
imperative 
for us to land strong for the bone-dry 
law and not for the Rominger measure. 
That is how the W. C. T. U. stands."

"This is the most momentous hour

Travel to Los Angeles and return 
over the Pacific 
Electric

round-trip ticket will cost the individ­ 
ual 53 cents more today than it did 
yesterday, while passengers between 
here and Garden Grove will pay I cent 
less on the single or round-trip ticket. 
The one-way ticket to Los Angeles 
costs 94 cents and the round trip $1.61. 
Round-trip tickets to Orange cost 2 
cents more, while the one-way tickets 
remain 
the 
same—IO 
cents. 
The 
round trip costs 17 cents against 15 
heretofore. 
The old rate to Hunting­ 
ton Beaoh was 25 cents one way and 
43 round trip, three cents being war 
tax. 
The new one-way Is 43 and the 
round-trip is 72. 
The new round-trip 
rates quoted include the war tax. H. S. 
Caul, local ticket clerk, has not re­ 
ceived the schedule from Santa Ana 
to Newport Beach and Balboa, and is 
selling tickets 
only 
to 
Huntington 
Beach, where transfer is made and 
where tile agent knows the rate from 
Huntington to Newport and 
Balboa. 
Old schedules prevail today on 
tile 
commulation tickets as the new tariffs 
have not yet been made Snit. 
The increased rates granted theTV 
0. by the Railroad Commission 
be­ 
came effective on all branches today, 
and patrons of the road using single 
tickets are contributing the extra fare 
to the company. There has been a big 
rush at the local office the past day or 
two by people purchasing commuta­ 
tion tickets at the old rate. It is not 
known here when the new commuta­ 
tion schedule for this city will be giv­ 
en out,, but it is anticipated that it will 
be out by tomorrow or the day after. 
Ticket Clerk Caul has had troubles on 
his hands in explaining the

new schedules so far as he has re­ 
ceived them, his greatest source of

AH beach points from Los Angeles 
will have a round-trip rate of 60 cents, 
an increase of IO cents. Santa Monica 
and Venice have already filed a com­ 
plaint with the Railroad Commission 
asking for a readjustment of the zone 
rate system.

coming 
from different parts of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, a nuffiber of Southern Califor­ 
nia cities will co-operate in efforts to 
secure a rehearing before the com­ 
mission. Pasadena has already taken 
formal action in joining

Monica, Venice and other cities. The 
grounds for asking for a re hearing 
are that the rates granted were in ex­ 
cess of those asked for by the railroad 
company.

ion of A. F. Roadhouse, as expressed 
in a stirring patriotic 
address 
last 
night at the community sing at Birch 
Park. 
He placed the blame squarely 
on the shoulders of the people and not 
on the President. Roadhouse was for­ 
merly pastor of the 
local 
Christian 
church, and is now secretary of the 
County Y. M. C. A. He was the only 
speaker of the evening. His remarks 
were frequently interrupted with ap­ 
plause. when he made strong points 
and statements with reference to the 
great conflict. 
The singing numbers, both commun­ 
ity and solo, were of a high order and 
the large number of people in attend­ 
ance joined heartily in the open sing­ 
ing of patriotic and old-time popular 
airs. 
“Land of Mine” was beautifully ren­ 
dered by Miss Cornell of this city and 
in responding to enthusiastic applause 
repeated a verse of the Bong. 
Miss Marie 
Renger, 
formerly 
of 
Huntington Beach and now of Los An­ 
geles, won the hearts of the audience 
with her rendition of the “Marseil­ 
laise,” and repeated the chorus in re­ 
sponse to hearty applause.

Rev, Roadhouse in his address said: 
“A few months ago, when the Ger­ 
mans were closer to Paris than they 
are now, and closer than they will 
ever be again, two prominent local 
ladies were discussing the war. They 
were deploring the fact that the Ger 
man mind was so superior to that of 
the Allies. 
Our men were no match 
for their genius. Their repeated suc­ 
cesses were giving evidence of the 
superman, and so on. 
‘‘How about It? 
“Today there is no question about 
the super man. We know there is no 
such animal. 
“There is no question about German 
intelligence. 
We know he is of an 
inferior grade. 
“There is no question 
about 
the 
German mi{id. 
We know that it is 
rotten. 
“There is no longer any question 
about German efficiency. 
We know 
that it cannot measure up to Allied 
initiative. And the end is not yet. 
“This is a proud day for America. 
It is a great time to be an American- 
Our men have gone from the farm 
and factory and school and have out­ 
classed German efficiency at every turn 
of the battle line. 
They have made 
the ‘Clown Prince’ look like an old 
automobile that was found on the junk 
pile—it had one speed ahead and four 
reverses.

not only the splendid marches and 
victories against great odds, but the 
fact that they have done it in every 
instance without a large casualty liaL 
“Here again the German efficiency 
suffers by comparison, for they have 
not been able either to advance or re­ 
treat without an enormous sacrifice in 
men.

“Every true American is
